Wolseley has this week given up the command at Madras. 
Не is temporarily succeeded by Major-General Sir б. T. 
Pretrman. — Lieutenant-Colonel Phipps Hornby, V.C., 
who won the Cross for saving the guns of his battery at 
Sanna’s Post, has just taken over the command of the 
31st Field Artillery at Kildare.—The 2nd Battalion 
of the Oxfordshire Light Infantry left Bombay 
in the 7/iassy for home last Biturday. They are 
expected to arrive on or about the 16th prox.. and will be 
stationed at Chatham.—The 2nd Royal Inniskilling Fusi- 
liers have left for Egypt on the Dunera.—The War Office 
has called the attention of responsible officers to the general 
unfitness for the post of sergeant-cook of the Militia non- 
commissioned officers sent to attend a recent course of 
instruction at the Aldershot School of Cookery. Out of 
twenty-seven, ten failed to obtain certificates, and adverso 
reports were made in respect to cleanliness and reliability.— 
The Naval Volunteer movement has now spread to the 
Royal Marines, of which а Volunteer corps, mainly 
recruited from men who have already seen service, is being 
raised at Portsmouth. Others nre to follow in due course, 
and their duty will be confined to garrisoning the home 
harbours when the Royal Marines are required for active 
service.—An order just issued by the Admiralty states 
that additional prizes are to be competed for at-the annual 
prize-firings of the ships. These prizes will take the form 
of medals forthe best shot with each class of gun, carrying 
with them bonuses ranging from £3 to £1, in addition to the 
usual prize money. In orderthat the medals may not be 
won too cheaply a fixed standard of excellence will have to 
be reached.—The Royal Dockyards at Pembroke are very 
busy just now, nearly 3000 men being in constant em- 
ployment. Pour armoured cruisers are in hand, two of 
them afloat, one almost ready for launching, and the keel of 
the fourth is being laid. 


Adventures in Unknown Africa.—The second 
instalment.of Major Powell-Cotton’s story of- adventurous 
exploration in Unknown Afriea appears as а *upplement to 
this week's Illustrated London News, The deliverance of the 
Major's party from their terrible sufferings;from thirst in 
a waterless district and their escape from the hostile 
Dodinga, are the main features of a thrilling narrative 
which no reader should miss. There are magnificent illus- 
trations by Mr. A. Forestier ‘from the explorers sketches 
and photographs. 


H.M.S. “ Victory” Rammed.—An extraordinary 
scene was witnessed in Portsmouth Harbour when 
Nelson’s famous old flag-ship Victory narrowly esciped 
sinking through being run into by the obsolete battle-ship 
Neptune. The Neptune, now a mere hulk, was recently sold 
to a firm in Hamburg for breaking-up purposes. While 
being towed out of the harbour*by a couple of German 
tugs, the hawser snapped, and the great hulk, which has a 
displacement of 9000 tons, was left at the mercy of the 
current. She drifted across the harbour broadside on, 
swung round on her keel, and was then carried by the 
strong tide against the gun-brig Martin, which, “however, 
gave way before the huge bulk, affording just resistanee 
enough to turn the derelict in the-direction of the Victory, 
anchored near by. With а terrific crash the sharp 
ram. of the Neptune struck the side;of the old flag-ship, 
cutting a great hole in her a little below the water- 
line. Water instantly poured in, and the vessel began to 
settle down. By dint of strenuous work at the pumps, 
however, the small crew aboard succeeded їп keeping the 
Victory afloat until several Government:tugs came to the 
rescue with steam-pumps. > The inrush of water was 
checked, and as soon as possible the Victory was towed into 
dock, where she will undergo repairs. After the collision, 
the Ne;tune drifted on until she*ran right across the bows 
of the port guard-ship Hero. Her ram becoming entangled, 
the crew of the Aero were able to board; the derelict and 
secure her with haweers. Тһе Neptune wae then safely 
towed out of harbour, five tugs being employed for the 
purpose. 


Extraordinary Tunnel Collision.—Through a 
double collision in Sowerby Bridge Tunnel, on the Ілпса- 
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shire and Yorkshire Railway, one passenger lost his life, 
while twenty-six received more or less serious injuries. 
A light ‘engine was standing on the up line when the 
7.10 express from Leeds to Liverpool came dashing into 
it, sending the unattached engine flying’ through the 
tunnel for half a mile. The express leaped across to the 
other rails, and was run into by the Manchester to 
Bradford slow train. АЛ the carriage lights went out, 
and panic and confusion reigned in the tunnel. The work 
of rescue was conducted by torchlight, and one of the 
first discoveries made was the lower part of a human leg 
with the foot in a tanned boot. Some hours later the dead 
body of. Mr. G. Croysdale, a commercial traveller, was 
found, minus a leg, jammed between the engine of the

Six Months for a Child-Torturer.—An amazing 
story was unfolded at the Exeter Quirter Sessions when 
Mrs. Frances Mary Day, а middle-aged lady of education, 
was tried for gross cruelty and neglect towards her four- 
teen-year-old daughter Joan. Among the specific charges 
made against the prisoner were the following : Forcing the 
child to stand naked against the wall in the garden оп а 
frosty winter’s night; tying her to a gate all night in cold 
weather; shutting her on many occasions in 4 cupboard, 
where she could neither stand nor lie down ; 
child by one arm until it broke; deliberately burning her 
by holding her hands against the bars of а hot grate; 


cutting pieces of flesh from the girl’s arms; and 
fastening her with а rope to an overhead beam 
in a stable-loft for five hours. After a trial lasting 
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two days the prisoner — who denied categorically the 
charges made against her—was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment with hard labou: 
In passing this sentence Lord Coleridge said, “You 
have been convicted of acts of gross and. unnatural 
cruelty upon your children. Тһе law cannot implant pity 
in you, but it can make you suffer for the absence of that 
Phi Protesting against the sentence, and with eyes 
lazing wrathfully, Mrs. Day was taken away to the cells.
